PRINCETON FACULTY) GRAFTERS IN TOMBS 


Will Lecture from February to 
June Each Year on Mod- 


| ern English Letters. 
{ 

Alfred Noyes, the English poet, who 
{s in this country lecturing in the cause 
|of world peace, has been asked to be- 
come a professor in the Faculty ot 
Princeton University, THe Times learned 
last night, and it is understood that he 
has agreed to accept His election, it is 


said, will be sanctioned by the Trustees_ 


at their meeting in April. 

The position which Mr. Noyes !s to 
fill, it was learned, is a visiting profes- 
sorship, with lectures on modern Eng- 
lish literature. It will begin about the 
middle of next February and exiend 
through the second term of the univer- 
sity, and, It is understood, will continue 
in this way for several years. from Feb- 
ruary to June. Mr. Noyes’s own fond- 
ness for America, begotten of his two 
visits to this country, had much to do 
with his considering the offer of a pro- 
fessorship at Princeton. 

Mr. Noyes could not be reached last 
night. He is at present lecturing in 
New England. He spoke last night in 
i the Phillips Exeter Academy, at Exe- 
ter, N. H., and will speak to-day at St. 
Mark’s School, Southboro, Mass. He Is 
expected back in this city on Saturday. 
Mr. Noyes has been pronounced by 
Kipling, Swinburne, and others the fore- 
most writer of lyric verse in the Eng- 
lish language to-day, and he {s known 
also as one of the very few men who 
have contrived to make a living, and a 
very good living, out of poetry. In- 
deed, it has been said that he was the 
only man who relled on his verse alone 
for actual support, and was not disap- 
pointed by the Muse. He has upset 
mary traditions of the art of poetry. 
He dresses fashionably, looks like an 
athlete, and insists on giving poetry a 
commercial status and making it pay. 
Mr. Noyes came to this country first 
on Feb. 23, 19138, partly to lecture for 
world peace and disarmament and partly 
to satisfy the desire of his wife, who 
was Miss Garnett Daniels of Washing- 
ton, that he should gather fresh ex- 
periences in her home land. In his lect- 
ures on poetry he prophesied a tremen- 
dous boom in the cult of poetic utter- 
ance, Such as that heralded by Tennyson 
,and Browning,-and he urged American 
{poets to share in the rich fruits of such 

; a boon and to seek higher prices. 


six weeks and extended as far West 
as Chicago. [t proved so profitable 
that he decided to make a second trip 
to this country in October last, and to 
stay six months. In this trip he visited 
the oe universities of the coun- 
try, including Princeton. There he read 
at a public lecture from his own works, 
and the next morning read other selec- 
tions of his poetry at a meeting of the 
senior class of the college. He was the 
guest of President Hibben of Prince- 
; ton at the time, and the impression he 
; made on the Faculty and undergradu- 
} ates was so favorable that the suggé¢s- 
tion was made that he be asked to join 
the staff of the university as a pro- 
tessor. 

Mr. Noyes is 33 years old, and has 
been writing poetry for more than twen- 
ty years. One morning when he was 
9 years old, he said, he awoke with an 
impulse to write a poem, and 
been following the same sort of 
pulses practically ever since. At 
age of 14 he wrote his first epic, a 
production in rhymed verse of several 
thousand lines, describing allegorically 
the voyage through life as on a ship. 
He sent the poem to James Paine, the 
novelist, who returned it with an en- 
couraging letter advising him to read 
more and not try and pudlish anything 
for several years. 

Mr. Noyes waited five years. 
at the age of 19, his first poem, ‘‘ The 
Symbolist,” was printea tn the weekly 
supplement of The London Times. At 
that time he was in Exeter College, Ox- 
ford, achieving a reputation far more 
through his prowess as an athlete, and 
especially on the class crew, than as a 
poet. As soon as he left college he 
went to London and began to devote 
himself entirely to the writing of 
poetry. When he dedicated his great 
epic ‘‘ Drake,”’ however, it was to the 
coach of his former rowing crew and 
not to any of his cetebrated literary 
friends. 

He refused steadfastly to accept any 
job wherein he would have to divide 
his attention between his art and any- 
thing else. In ten years he published 
ten volumes of verse, ranging through 
nearly every conceivable style and sub- 
ject and mood, but almost always of a 
uniformly high de®ree of exceilence. 
Since the collection of his works in a 
two-volume edition two years ago, be- 
tween 7,000 and 8,000 copies have been 
gold.

ments that he had nothing to do with 
the crime.

Morally Sure of Guilt.

He did not deny the 
reports, however, and he left the im- 
pression that there was more prospect 
of a new trial than there was of quash- 
ing the murder indictment against 
Becker.

Whitman would not discuss this matter, 
and said that no evidence of grafting 
had been given against Becker. There 
would certainly be no move to indict 
Becker for a lesser crime, he intimated, 
juntil after the murder charge was dis- 
posed of. 

Justice Goff, at Becker’s trial, ruled 
,out all evidence of grafting on Becker's 
ipart.. The Grand ury which investi- | 
gated the -Becker case, however, heard | 
some graft testimony. It was found | 
that Becker deposited more than $50.000 | 
while he was head of the ‘* Strong} 
Arm” Squad at a salary of $2,400 a 
year. This testimony might be admit- 
ted, it, was suggested, if Becker took 
the stand in his own behalf. 

Becker will be brought to the Tombs 
to-day. or to-morrow. When he is lodged 
again in the Tombs his status will be 
that of a man awaiting trial on an In- 
dictment. He will be in the custody of 
the Sheriff and within the jurisdiction 
of the Supreme Court. The law does not 
forbid his release on bail, but general 
custom does, 


BECKER WILL HUNT SLAYERS. 


Saying Vallon Actually Killed Ro- 
senthal, He Will Seek Vindication. 


When former Police Lieutenant 
Charles Becker was assured in his cell 


terday morning by Joseph A. Shay, who 
carrie@--his case to the Court of Ap- 
peals and obtained the reversal of the 
judgement, that the language of the de- 
cisfon seemed to makc it impossible that 
there should be a second trial, Becker 
threw his arms about the lawyer, 
hugged and kissed him, and spent sev- 
eral minutes laughing and crying be- 
fore he was calm enough to talk. 

An hour later, just out of the hands 
of the barber. Becker, wearing a blue 
suit over the prison flannels and shots 
instead of the felt slippers which he nad 
worn for sixteen months in the death 
house, walked into the office of War- 
den Clancy, where a crowd was await- 
ing him. He entered swinging his arms, 
shaking’ hands right: and left, smiling 
and laughing. When he recognized “wo 
old friends, he greeted them joyously, 
put his arms around them, slapped them 
onthe backs, and called them Princes. 
He was bubbling over with good spirits.

Will Hent Rosenthal Murderers. 


** When I am free,” he said, “* the first 
work that I am going to take up fs that} 
of hunting down the murderers of Her- 
man Rosenthal.

The man who actually committed the 
murder, I am convinced, was Harry 
Vallon. 

**'The tmmunity contracts of Vallon, 
Rose, Schepps, and Webber are void, 
beeause they lied, and I will be able to 
prove it.

The 
law never meant that doomed men had 
to undergo such cruelty as that, and one 
of the first prison reforms ought to be

“Well, I will do that,’’ said Becker. 
‘Here is a good one: ‘ Cum grano galis;’ 
that is, with a grain of salt. That is a 
Latin quotation that you reporters ought 
to study. I think that will be all the 
Latin for to-day.’’ 

Several photographers asked Becker 
to pose but he refused, saying that the 


neck of his prison shirt would show, | 


and that he did not wish any pictures 
of him to go out which bore the mark 
of a convict. Then Mr. Shay took his 
own fur coat and put it on Becker, care- 
fully buttoning up the throat. 

After that Becker posed shaking hands 
successively with the Warden, the priest, 
and his lawyer. Warden Clancy gave a 
cigar to Father Cashin and offered one 
to Becker. 

**T swore off yesterday,’’ said Becker. 

Father Cashin offered to absolve him 
for breaking that vow, and Becker ac- 
cepted the cigar. His chair slipped 
when he sat down again. 
with his chair tilted up on the hardwood 
floor, and the Warden told him to move 
{t upon the carpet or he might fall. 

‘*T’'ve had many falls,’’ sald Becker. 
** The last was when I took that cigar.’’ 


Becker a Model Prisoner. 


Warden Clancy. bore testimony to the 
fact that Becker had been a model pris- 
oner, never complaining or violating the 


rules, 

‘*T learned discipline long ago,’’ said 
Becker. 

Father Cashin, who conducts Bible 
classes nightly in the death house, said 
that Becker had been of the greatest 
assistance in comforting and preparing 
men who were soon to go to death in 
the electric chair. Becker, Father 
Cashin said, had done much to main- 
tain order at the death house. Becker 
was asked to tell about this, but he 
said: 

‘* No; 1 don’t want to be made a white 
angel or anything of that kind. They 
say Jack Rose has adopted religion for 
a calling and is preaching in. churches. 
Leave that to him. He hasn’t got into 
a Catholic church yet, has he, Father?’’ 

Becker said the men in the death house 
cheered when they got the news that 
a new trial had been granted to him. 
They did not cheer very much, however, 
he said, because it was in violation of 
the rules. ‘‘ Gyp the Blood,”’ ‘‘Whitey "’ 
Lewis, ‘‘Dago Frank" and “* Lefty 
Louls,”’ the four gunmen who were con- 
victed after Becker for the murder of 
Herman Rosenthal, recently received a 
touch of discipline in the shape of soli- 
tary confinement because they were un- 
ruly, and the other prisoners took warn- 
ing. 

The four gunmen shouted congratula- 
tions to him, Becker said, when they 
heard of the court’s. decision. They 
thought that it presagéd new trials for 
them also. Becker said they bore it 
stoically when they learned a few hours 
later that.the verdict in their case had 
been affirmed. 


Says Waldo Ordered Raids. 


**] was always sure that justice would 
finally be done to me,’”’ said Becker. 
“The case against me was a frame-up, 
and I should think that everybody could 
see it as plain as day. I never accepted 
a nickel of graft in my life. I raided 
Rosenthal again and again at the orders 
of Police Commissioner Waldo, and 
drove him out of business. He tried 


to get revenge by making charges against 
me, but his charges were merest trash 
and I could easily have disposed of them. 
I had no motive for wishing to kill him. 
Others had. 

‘People thought that as the head of 
the strong-arm squad I could do as I 
pleased As a matter of fact I acted 
always under orders from headquarters. 

few months before Rosenthal was 
murdered ‘Tim’ Sullivan called me to 
his office and told me that he had just 
left Waldo, and that Waldo said that 
Rosenthal could run his place if others 
ran theirs.

AFRAID TO TESTIFY 


TO POLICE MURDER 


Witnesses Say They Denied 
Seeing Patrolmen Shot from 
Dread of Shillitoni. 


IS UNTERRIFIED 


She Describes Attack on Itallan In 
Which Patrolmen Heaney and 
Teare Were Killed. 


At the trial of Oreste Shillitoni for the 
murder of Patrolman William Heaney, 
yesterday before Judge 
Malone in Genera! Sessions, it was found 
that every one of the State’s witnesses 
who saw the murder, with the single 
exception of a _ sixteen-year-cld_ girl, 
had signed statements for the defense, 
in which they denied all knowledge of 
the shooting. 

Ever since Heaney and Patrolman 
Charles Teare lost their lives in at- 
tempting to arrest a gangster said to 
be Shillitoni after the murder of John 
Rizzo, another gangster, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Isidor Wasservogel has 
had difficulty in getting witnesses. 

When Gennaro Selitto was put on the 
witness stand yesterday he appeared 
very nervous and looked directly at the 
defendant, who made some sign to him. 
Mr. Wasservogel instructed the witness 
to look at him aad to pay no attention 
to Shillitoni. Selitto then told of the 
shooting, asserting that he saw Shillitoni 
at the time of the affair, that there was 


no one between him and Heaney, and 
that he saw a flash from something in 
pealsitont's hand, after which Heaney 
ell. 


On cross-examination Selitto was asked 
{f he signed a statement that he had 
not seen Shillitoni do the shooting. He 
admitted signing. He testified that he 
signed the paper in a saloon, after talk- 
ing with John Shillitoni, the defendant's 
brother, and Frank Aranow of Shilli- 
toni’s vounsel. That was before he 
talked with representatives of the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office. 

“Why did you sign the paper?” Mr. 
Wasservogel asked. 

“T was afraid of Shillitoni and his 
friends,’’ was the reply. 

James Morelli said that he was pres- 
ent at the time of the shooting and 
that he saw Shillitoni near Heaney. 
He testified that he did not see Shilli- 
toni shoot. On cross-examination an- 
other statement was produced, in which 
Morelli said that he was not an eye- 
witness. 

Nellie di Carlo. a pretty Italian girl 
of 16, was the only one who told in 
detail the story of the shooting. The 
girl testified that her father told her 
not to talk. It was learned that Shilli- 
ton! was her father's tenant. Since 
the shooting she has been in the care 
of Mrs. Isabella Goodwin, a detective, 
who has kept her from any influences 
which might be brought into play to 
prevent her from testifying. 

The girl said that she was looking 
out of a window at her home at 243 
Mulherry Street, on May 3, the night 
of the murder. She saw Shillitoni on 
the street, she asserted. Shillitoni’s [a 
ther went up to him, she said, and 
handed him something, which the son 
put Into his sleeve. 

As R'zz0 came out of a store, the girl 
continued. Shill'toni fired at him and ne 
fell. Patrolman Heaney came running 
up and struck Shillitoni with his ni¢ht- 
stick, whereupon, the girl testified, 
Shillttoni shot Heaney. The girl then

affairs. Mr. Ainey said this policy was 


leading, not to peace, but 
toward war. 

Representative Kahn of California, a} 
member of the House Committee on Mii- 
{tary Affairs, announced to-day that he 
would discuss the Mexican situation in 
the House to-morrow. Mr. Kahn is op- 
posed to intervention, but believes the 
policy of the Wilson Administration 1s 
leading to armed intervention by the 
United States. Messrs. Ainey and Kahn 
are Republicans. Mr. Ainey was one of 
the American delegates to the Inter-| 
Parliamentary Union for International | 
Peace held at Geneva, Switzerland, in 
1912, and has been a peace man. When 
this fact is considered with his speech | 
of this afternoon it indicates the depth | 
of his feeling on the Mexican question. 

Republican members of the House 
have refrained for a year from discuss- 
ing the Mexican situation or President 
Wilson’s policy toward conditions in the 
southern republic. But now many Re- 


publicans have come to the conclusion 
that the time has arrived for action, and 
speeches on Mexico probably will be 
the order in the House and Senate. 
Mr. Ainey’s Speech. 
In his speech to-day 
in part: 


Mr. Ainey 

“The .great American 
people, desirous that friendly relations 
might exist between them and all other 
nations, are astounded at the present 
conditions which confront us in Mexico 

“We have been informed by the 
President of the United States that the 
policy of ‘watchful waiting would 
bring peace results in Mexico. From 
this hall and the rostrum in this hall 
ho enunciated the policy which has re- 
sulted in a ‘deadly drifting,’ if not in 

wishing. 

wn it is recorded in Holy 
Writ that the only counterpart of this 
method of dealing with great problems 
seems to be found. Away back in 
early dates it was Egypt that looked 
down upon a torn country, even upon 
Israel, when Israel was in anxiety be- 
cause of her fear of the Assyrians, and 
Egypt had promised her support. Then 
it was that the promised support of | 
Egypt turned nearly into a policy of 
merely sitting still. And so the prophet 
Isaiah admonished the people of Israel 
that the policy of Egypt was that her 
strength was to sit still. And it seems 
to me, gentlemen, that the policy of this 
Administration in Mexico has been @ 
sitting still policy until conditions have 
become intolerable and the American 
people are unwilling that these condi- 
tions should ijionger continue. 

“No President ever entered the Pres!- 
dential chair or oceupied the White 
House with greater feeling of good 
will then did the present Executive. No 
person ever became President of this 
great republic freer from any of the 
antagonisms of partisanship. And so, 
irrespective of party feeling, when the 
President has announced his policy even 
though we may have disagreed with 
him as many did, concerning this policy, 
we have given him a splendid opportun- 
ity to work out his faith in a Mexican 
policy and pfoduce a situation that 
would be different from what it is. 

“The people of this country’ have 
wanted peace and not war. They have 
not desired intervention in Mexico. But 
when, upon the second advent, the Pres- 
ident visited this Hall of Representa- 
tives, and said that there was one 
cloud on the political bherizon, those 
of us who are conversant with 
the present situation see that one 
eloud has grown to be a great 
cloud until it endangers the peace and 
security and good will of this country 
with the other nations of the world. 

‘This policy does not lead to peace, 
but it leads irresistibly to war. The 
President suggested to this house, as 
he has suggested to the people of the 
United States, that he desired a con- 
stitutional government in Mexico, and 
therefore, he declined to recognize 
Huerta. 

“But what has been the result? The 
result is that warfare has continued, 
and instead of trying to prevent war) 
we have been furnishing to Mexico the 
munitions of war. And where are we? 
After Huerta, who next? Where are we 
to turn for this constitutional govern- 
ment? Are we to turn to the Constitu- 
tionalists? 


Thinks It’s Time for Action, 

**The time has come when I think the 
American people are realizing that Mex- 
ico is filled with debauchery, rapine, 
murder, arson, and that all the cata- 
logue of crimes are being committed in 
the name of the Constitutionalists on 
the one side and by the Federalists on 
the other. Shall this condition continue, 


or shall the American people say to the 
Chief Executive that the time has now 
come when that policy which has proved 
its inefficiency and its inability to cope 
with the Mexican situation shall cease? 

“Where will you draw the line be- 
tween Huerta and Villa? Which will 
you say is the murderer? Which will 
vou say is the one that is able to estab- 
ish a_ constitutional Government in 
Mexico? What are the conditions to- 
day as compared with :the conditions 
that existed when the President of the 
United States initiated his policy of 
‘watchful waiting’? How long are we 
to wait? How long will it be before the 
blood of those slain in Mexico will cry 
out to heaven for justice? 

“The policy of ‘watchful waiting’ 
brings no answer to this widow of Ben- 
ton any more than {it brings an answer 
to the cry of the widow of Madero. 

“The time has come when, if we are 
to maintain our position of dominance 
we must either assert our rights under 
the Monroe Doctrine and intervene, or 
adopt some policy of efficiency and de- 
termination under the terms of which 
the intolerable condition in Mexico will 
cease. It is the purpose of this resolu- 
tion to bring betore the American peo- 
ple the facts. I am credibly informed 
that our Consuls have made _ reports, 
and that these reports are in the State 
Department, and that if they were 
brought to your attention they would 
harrow your hearts and souls, because 
of conditions as they affect American 
rights, American lives, and American 
property. 

“In a Government where ‘ publicity’ 
{fs the watchword and the key, let us 
have this information and let us demand 
a policy that will lead us somewhere 
and not a policy that begins nowhere 
and ends at no point.” 

Here is the Ainey resolution: 

Resolved, That the President of the

FELIX DIAZ HAS NO PLANS. 


Says’ His Mexican Policy Is One of 
“Watchful Waiting.” 


Gen, Felix Diaz sald last night at his 
apartment at 611 West 187th Street 
that he did not have any definite plan 
for the pacification of Mexico in view, 
and that he did not contemplate tak- 
ling any part in Mexican politics at 
| present. Speakin through his sec- 


retary, he said that he was much con- 
cerned over the welfare of his country, 
but that under the existing conditions 
he did not see what he could do to 
help matters, 

“TIT am simply waiting in New York,” 
Gen. Diaz directed his secretary to 
}say, “‘until I have an opportunity of 
doing something for my country. When 
this opportunity will come, or what I 
|} shall do, I do not know. To borrow the 
| phrase of another, I may say that my 
| policy is one of ‘watchful waiting.’ I 
jam, of course, very anxious to help 
|,Mexico in any way I can, but I can do 
nothing at present.”’ 

Gen. Diaz refused to discuss the kill- 
jing of the Englishman, Benton, or any 
| of the recent events in Mexico. 


| AID HUERTA OR INTERVENE. 


| Recognition of President Is London 

| Chronicle’s Third Suggestion.

LONDON, Thursday, Feb. 26.—The 
Daily Chronicle, apropos of the shoot- 
ing of Benton, says that there are only 
three visible courses to pursue to set- 
tle the Mexican situation—recognition 
of Huerta by the United States, active 
assistance to him by every means 
short of invasion, and armed invasion 
by the United States. The Chronicle 
adds: 

“There is a fourth possibility—joint 
intervention by the United States and 
the powers. It has something to com- 
mend it, but it would run too much 
counter to the Monroe Doctrine. Yet 
if Villa’s next foreign victims hap- 
pened to be, let us say, Germans or 
Frenchmen, we might find Berlin or 
Paris suggesting it with no little 
plausibility.” 

The London Times, in an editorial 


article on the Benton shooting, says: 
“While the action of the American 
Government in furthering the inquiry 
will be noted with gratification in this 
country, their attitude in regard to 
its possible results cannot be regarded 
without misgiving. Everything tends 
to confirm our Washington corre- 


spondent’s view that even if Villa’s 
guilt is proved to the hilt, President 
Wilson and his advisers will not de- 
part from the policy of ‘ watchful 
waiting.” They can, indeed, hardly 
continue in such event to countenance 
Villa any longer. 

“One thing only will satisfy us— 
a complete and searching examination | 
into the deed in all Its bearings and | 
exemplary punishment as soon as pos- | 
sible of all who may be answerable for | 
our countryman’s blood. We shall be |

Bryan said he had telegraphed to the 
American Consul at Chihuahua to ascer- 
tain from Villa where the body of Ben- 
ton had been interred. 

Secretary Bryan‘s present efforts in 
behalf of the British, as well as the 
American Government, are directed to 
obtaining from Villa modifications of 
the conditions laid down by him in con- 
nection with the promised exhumation 
and examination of Benton's body. Villa 
telegraphed last night that he would 
permit one representative of the United 
States to examine the body, and that 
it should then be reinterred in the grave 
from which it was removed. To-day 
Secretary Bryan has been endeavoring 
to get into comunication with Villa inh 
order to urge that he permit two Amer- 
ican representatives, one of them an 
army gurgecn. and a representative of 
the British Government ro make an ex- 
amination of the remains. This Gov- 
ernment is apparently not insisting that 
the body shall be delivered to Mrs. Ben- 
ton, the widow. 


Fletcher Against Embassy Guard. 


Another development to-dey was that 
Rear Admiral Frank E. Fletcher, com- 
manding the American warships on the 
east coast of Mexico, had advised 


strongly against sending United States 
marines to Mexico City at this time. 
Admiral Fletcher's advice was given in 
response to telegraphic instructions from 
the Navy Department. It became known 
in this connection that the Administra- 
tion had reached the point where a 
word of encouragement from Admiral 
Fletcher would probably have resulted 
in the dispatch of a large force of ma- 
rines to the Mexican capital. 

It is said that the question of provid- 
ing for an emergency 1n Mexico City 
was considered at the regular meeting 
of the Cabinet yesterday, and that a 
telegram to Admiral Fletcher request- 
ing his views was sent after the meet- 
ing adjourned. The attitude of the Ad- 
ministration indicated by this course is 
an excellent barometer of the situation 
in Mexico City as far as it affects the 
United States and other foreign na- 
tions. It shows that the Washington 
Government has adopted the view of 
other Governments that things may go 
to pieces in the Mexican capital at al- 
most any moment, and that a political 
upheaval would bring disorders which 
would endanger the lives and property 
of foreign subjects and citizens.

Federal Commander Promises 
Our Consul He Will Avenge 
American's Hanging. 


HUERTA ORDERS INQUIRY 


No Report of Affair Yet Received 
by the Foreign Relations De- 
partment in Mexico City. 


NUEVO LAREDO, Mexico, Feb. 
Assurances that the men responsible for 
the execution of Clemente Vergara, the 
| American citizen hanged by Mexican 
Federals near Hidalgo, will be punished, 
have been. given to United States 
Consul Garrett at Nuevo Laredo by 
Col. Alvarez, commanding the garrison 
here. 

Just what steps are being taken was 
not made known, but it is understood 
that the Federal officer assured Consul 
Garrett that investigation of the case 
would be thorough. Col. Alvarez is a 


relative of Gen. Alvarez, Federal com- 
mander at Piedras Negras, whose order 
that Vergara should be released came 
after the hanging. At that time Gen. 
Alvarez was ignorant of the execution, 
it is stated. Gen. Alvarez also had 
ordered the arresting officer to report 
to Piedras Negras to explain Vergara’s 
detention and the alleged assault on the 
American,

LAREDO, Texas, Feb. 25.—There was 
Breat indignation here to-day as a re- 
sult of the confirmation of the report 
that the body of Clemente Vergara, the 
Webb County stockman, kidnapped by 
Mexican Federal soldiers, was dangling 
from a tree at a point three miles east 
of _Hidalgo. 

Vergara was a native of this county, 
and spent all his time on a ranch near 
Palatox, succeeding to the management 
of the ranch after the retirement of his 
father. Some years ago he leased an 
island in the river opposite his ranch 
from the State of Texas, and used it 
as a pasturage for stock. 

Some weeks ago Federal soldiers from 
Hidalgo visited the island in the night 
and stole his horses. On Feb. 13, a 
party of Mexican Federal soldiers ap- 
peared on the island, and shouted to 
Vergara, who was standing on the 
American bank of the river, that If he 
would come to the island he should re- 
ceive pay for the horses which had been 
taken. Disregarding the entreaties of 
his family, Vergara ventured to cross 
to the island. Once there, he was struck 
in the back of the head, dragged to a 
boat and then taken to the Mexican 
side, -after which he was rushed to the 
Hidalgo jail. 

The news of the capture was brought 
to Laredo soon afterward, and Consul 
Garrett reported the kidnapping to 
Washington. The United States Govern- 
ment at once demanded Vergara’s re- 
lease, and soon thereafter the Mexican 
Federal military commander of Piedras 
Negras ordered the immediate release of 
Vergara 

Now it develops that instead of re- 
teasing him the Federals executed their 
captive by riddling him with bullets 
and then hanging his lifeless body to a 
tree. Consul Garrett has made arrange- 
ments to have Vergara’s body breught 
to the American side, where it will re- 
ceive a decent burial. 

This is the second murder of an 
American citizen by the Federal soldiers. | 
Six months ago Porfirio Laurel, a citi- 
zen of this county, was captured by a| 
body of Federals and charges made 
that he was guilty of connection with 
the rebels. When a demand;:was made 
it was stated that he

Villa’s Course Arouses Suspicion. 


Taking it all in all, the critical status 


of the Mexican situation produced by 
the killing of Benton has been aggra- 
vated by the defiant attitude of Villa. 
His whole course has brought him -under 
suspicion of having put Benton to death 
in a manner that he is anxious to con- 
ceal, It was only after repeated efforts 
and some plain representations that he 
consented to make any response to the 
virtual demand of this Government that 
he produce Benton’s body. Then he de- 
clined to communicate by telegraph with 
Consular Agent Carothers, with whom 
he is acquainted, ignoring Marion Letch- 
er, the American Consul at Chihuahua, 
where Villa has made his headquarters. 

Last evening Villa evidently awoke 
to the danger of American and British 
reprisals and told Consul Letcher that 
he would permit Mrs. Benton or Ben- 
ton’s relatives to visit the cemetery 
where the body was buried, and that 
one representative of the American Gov- 
ernment might accompany her or them; 
and that the body would be disinterred 
and might be examined in their pres- 
ence, but would be reinterred in the 
same grave when the examination was 
concluded. 

This indifferent or defiant course Is 
entirely unsatisfactory to the Wilson 
Administration. It is all the more em- 
barrassed and chagrined by the fact that 
it is acting in-Dbehalf of the British Gov- 
ernment. To have a man who has been 
regarded as little more than a roving 
bandit defy two great powers is getting 
on the nerves of the Administration, 
which realizes the undignified position 
that it may come to occupy before the 
civilized world. 

The danger of foreign complications 
is ever present In the developments over 
the killing of Benton. Up to this time 
the British Government has shown a 
broad spirit that is greatly pleasing to 
the United States. But there is no cer- 
tainty that British patience will last 
much longer. As Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, 
the British Ambassador, said to Secre- 
tary Bryan, according to the statement 
made by Sir Edward Grey in the House 
of Commons on Monday, ‘the public 
opinion of Europe was likely to be 
seriously affected by the action of Gen. 
Villa,” and Villa’s conduct since, then 
has been such as to intensify instead 
of mollify the feeling in uropean 


countries, 

“Should the British Government, 
satisfied that Benton was wantonly 
murdtred, demand that Villa be pun- 
ished, the international situation, would 
become still more critical. Discussion 
is already taking place as to the right 
of Villa, whose cause has not been 
recognized by any Government, to court- 
martial and execute a British subject. 
This is a ticklish question that nobody 
in authority here is willing to attempt 
to answer, although Secretary Bryan 
to-day gave the Senate Committee on 
ree Relations the impression that, 
as Villa had no recognized status, he 
could not be held accountable directly 
by any Government for offenses against 
foreign citizens or subjects. 

It is taken for granted that the Brit- 
ish Government would not undertake 
to punish Villa until it had given the 
United States an opportunity to do so. 
Sir Edward Grey has indicated that no 
effort to restore order in Mexico by the 
use of force from outside will be under- 
taken by Great Britain; but it is realized 
that the British Government may 
cide that Villa’s contemptuous atti-

An International Trial for Villa? 


One suggestion made to-day was thai 
Villa might be brought to trial before 
an international tribunal in Mexico. No 
comment is obtainable as to this sugges- 
tion; but it goes without saying that all 
intelligent Mexicans would be keenly re- 
sentful of an attempt to apply the prin-

There were indications to-day that the 
Department of State was weakening in 
its original demand that Gen. Villa 
surrender the body of Benton. Secretary 
Bryan discussed the matter at some 
length this morning with Senators of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations. While 
he told the committee that he still per- 
sisted in his demands for the permanent 
surrender of Benton’s body, he explained 
that his immediate reply to Villa’s re- 
fusal to give it up had been a request 
that two American representatives, in- 
stead of the one 
should be allowed to view the remains 
with Mr. Benton’s relatives.

After an investigation, carried on by 
the British Consul General in this city 
and the British Ambassador at Wash- 
ington, the attention of the United States 
District Attorney and of District Attor- 
neys Whitman and Cropsey of New 
York and Kings has been called by 
Consul General Sir Courtenay Bennett 
to the activities of the self-styled Chief 
Alfred Charles Sam of Babianita Villa. 
Some time ago Sam announced his in- 
tention of leading a shipload of his col- 
ored brethren, at $25 a head, from their 
farms and homes here to a promised 
land of riches and equal opportunities 
on the Gold Coast of Africa. 

According to developments learned 
yesterday and corroborated by the Brit- 
ish Consul General, Chief Sam, when 
cornered and quizzed, admitted that he 
wasn't a chief at all and that his baili- 
wick of Babianita Villa contained only 
four persons besides himself before it 
ceased to exist altogether. Also, accord- 


ing to advices received by the Consul 


General from the authorities of the Gold | 


Coast, the pseudo chief is wanted in that 
land of rich and unmaterialized promise 
for obtaining money under pre- 
tenses.

Another negro, who sald he was a 
Fisk College graduate, said the expedi- 
tion was all right and above board; that 
Sam had concessions on the Gold Coast, 
and that he would develop them for the 
benefit of the negro race.

THE BLEACHED FLOUR DECISION. |

The violent poisons of the oxids of 
nitrogen may be introduced into flour 
in an process to make it 
whiter, but if it cannot be proved in 
a specific case that the poisonous in- 
zredients are in sufficient quantity to 
be harmful, the practice must be per- 
mitted. That is the ruling of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States in 
the Bleached Flour case, Justice Dar 
writing the opinion. 

This appeal was not brought and 
financed by the millers, but by the 
company that controlled the manu- 
facture of the bleaching machinery. 
It was not pretended that. the arti- 
ficial whitening of flour did it any 
good. It was admitted that the added 
ingredients were essentially poison- 
ous, the only contention being that 
they were used in very moderate 
quantities,, The Government, on the 
other hand, contended that the use of 
the poison permitted the treated flour 
to be sold for an increased price to 
the prejudice of the deceived or un- 
witting consumer, and it argued that 
harmful quantities might be used 
even in cases when it could not be 
legally proved that they were harm- 
ful. ; 

Reasoning by analogy is of little 
force in law. Lawyers would say 
that the Northern Securities case, in 
which the Judges held that, although 
there was no evidence that harm had

| Since 
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been done, yet possession of the power 
to do harm was unlawful, has noth- 
ing to do with the Bleached Flour 
case. The Harvester Trust was de- 
clared a malefactor in Missouri, 
though the court said that it had 
been of positive benefit to the farm- 
ers of the State; it was outlawed 
because it might in the future harm- 
fully affect trade. Laymen will won- 
der why the courts are so jealous to 
secure unrestricted competition in 
trade, branding as criminal combina- 
tions that may in future restrict it, 
yet require that the consumer’s 
stomachic pains be connected defi- 
nitely with the admittedly poisonous 
ingredients in the bleached flour put 
into his bread. 

If the poisonous acids of nitrogen 
can be introduced into food under the 
Federal law, the adulterators who 
use alum, arsenic, lead, phosphoric 
acid, saccharin, benzoic acid, and 
many other harmful chemicals may 
snap their fingers at the food in- 
spectors. Poisonous substances which 
are not introduced in quantities to 
hurt certain healthy adults may 
harm others, and may seriously in- 
jure invalids, children, and the aged.

People are so apt to forget that seeing 
is not a matter of pictures, but of draw- 
ing deductions from varying excitations 
of specialized nerve endings. We can, 
and sometimes do, truly see what docs 
not exist, and what does exist is often 
{invisible to us or is seen all wrong. In 
no case is there any photograph, in 
the eye, elther permanent or imperma- 
nent, and never, never, never, is the 
picture on the outside of the eye seen 
in any sense by the eye’s owner. 

The utter hopelessness of the Illinois 
experiment is, therefore, obvious, and it 
is humillating that it should have been 
made in a civilized and literate commu- 
nity.

Proposed Federal Law Responds 


to the Nation’s Sentiment. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A Federal child labor law would be 
an expression of the moral conscience 
of the whole nation as affecting the 
protection of children. The introduction 
of the Palmer Federal Child Labor bill 
indicates the accumulation of public 
sentiment as already represented in 
the legislation of various States; this 
will tie them all up together in a na- 
tional sentiment. When the majority 
of the people of the States have declared 
themselves and have secured legislation 
in their States it is fitting that it should 
be expressed nationally. 

We See a striking analogy in the es- 
tablishment of the Federal Children’s 
Bureau. Only after many States had 
declared themselves as interested in the 
problems of childhood could it be estab- 
Ushed. Ten years ago such a bureau 
would not have been possible, because 
the whole United States did not care 
enough, the individual States were not 
awake to the need of information and 
education. The Palmer Federal Child 
Labor bill,applies to those engaged in 
the production of goods for interstate 
commerce, merely the principles of 
child protection already adopted by a 
majority of the citizens in a majority 
the States. It sets a 14-year age 
factories—forty States have 
same. For mines and quar- 
ries it fixes a 16-year age limit; fifteen 
States have such 
mines and quarries; ten States have a 
16-year limit for other dangerous oc- 
cupations, and of the remainder there 
are five States employing each less than 
1,000 persons of all ages in mines.

Senators Find Denmark Agreement 
Allows Arbitration of National Honor 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Secretary 
Bryan’s plan for treaties with all the 
world providing for a year’s breathing 
spell for investigation and reflection as 
to the cause of the trouble before two 
powers go to war received a reverse in 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions this morning. Senators familiar 
with the general outline of Mr. Bryan’s 
plan were surprised to find appended to 
the treaty with Denmark a sweeping 
provision for the arbitration of all dis- 


putes, and objections focussed against 
that provision. 

Mr. Bryan himself appeared to plead 
for a favorable report on the treaty. As 
Senators understood the convention, it 
would provide for the arbitration equally 
of questions of national policy, national 
honor, and territorial integrity. A sim- 
ilar provision in the treaties negotiated 
with Great Britain and France in Presi- 
dent Taft’s administration caused the 
Senate to modify the conventions beyond 
| recognition, and the ratifications never 
| were exchanged. 
| Senators were amazed by the casual- 
|ness with which Mr. Bryan presented 
| the important aspects of the treaty. One 
; Senator reminded him that Denmark had 
islands in the West Indies that might 
|; prove a grave strategic menace to the 
Panama Canal should they come into 
the possession of a first-rate maritime 
power. The United States, the Senator 
pointed out, heretofore had maintained 
the position that these islands must not 
be sold without the approval of the 
United States. 

The question finally put to Mr. Bryan 
was whether he would consent to the 
| arbitration of the principle of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine as involved in the sale of 
the islands in the event of their being 
sold by Denmark. Mr. Bryan’s reply 


was not disclosed, but Senators got the} 


impression that he had not previously 
|} accurately assessed the relationship of 
the Danish West Indies to the Panama 
Canal. 

Mr. Bryan asked the committee to re- 
port favorably the bill raising the Amer- 
ican Legation at Buenos Aires to an em- 
bassy. The committee will do so.

A twelve-story building which has 
been designed primarily as the perma- 
nent home of the League for Political 
Education is soon to be erected on a 
large plot near the upper section of 
Times Square. The officers of that 
association with the co-operation of the 
Civic Forum and the Economic Club 
have obtained an option on a plot now 
occupied by seven old houses at 108 
to 120 West Forty-ninth Street, be- 
tween Sixth Avenue and Broadway.

| lines and has a frpntage of 157 feet. 
| The option, it was said yesterday, 
ee been taken merely as a preliminary 
step toward closing up a few details. 
|The building has been completely de-

be ready for use by the Spring of 1915. 
The property is held at close to $509,- 
000 and the cost of the new building 
will bring the total investment up to 
$1,200,000, making it one of the larg- 
est operations in the Times Square dis- 
trict. 

The owners of the Forty-ninth Street 
property are Samuel K. Jacobs and the 
Century Holding Company, composed 
of Lee & Fleischman. When the deal 
is closed title to the property will be 
|} taken in the name of the Societies 
| Building Realty Company, composed of 
| the officers of the League for Politi- 
|} cal Education, with many members as 
and the officers of the 
| other societies which are planning to 
establish their homes there. The 
League for Political Education is con- 
trolled by nine trustees, with Dr. E. R. 
| iu. Gould as Chairman, and the archi- 
tect of the City & Suburban Homes 
Company, of which he is the head, have 
designed the building. The other trus- 
the League are Robert G. 
Treasurer; <A. Frissell, Presi- 
the Fifth Avenue Bank, Sec- 
retary; Prof. John Bates Clark of Col- 
umbia University, John Martin, Mrs.

The League for Political Education 
was organized twenty years ago. Its 
offices are in the Berkeley Lyceum, in 
Forty-fourth Street, and its lectures 
have been held in the small theatre 
there and in the Hudson Theatre. Both 
of these places have been too small to 
accomimodate the members, and the 
crowning feature of the Forty-ninth 
Street building will be a large audi- 
torium on the ground floor with a 
spacious gallery capable of accommodat- 
ing more than 1,500 persons. 
| Besides the societies mentioned, all of 
| which will have their homes in the new 
structure, the general plan of the pro- 
moters is to make the building the head- 
| quarters in New York City of most vf 
| the societies whose interest is directed 
| toward some phase of social service. 

The structure will be known as the 
Societies’ Building. Above the audi- 
torium, which will take up practically 
all of the lower three stories, will be 
nine stories devoted to offices and smal! 
; lecture rooms with a roof garden on 
top of the building. The facade will be 
in the style of the Spanish Renaissance, 
treated in light gray granite, limestone 
and glazed terra cotta. In the basement 
will be a gymnasium with swimming 
pool and baths, including therapeutic 
| €pparatus. Particular attention haa 
| been given to ithe auditorium, which will

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Interocean Oil Company Explains 
the Hampel Attachment. 


The attachment obtained by William 
Hampel against the Interocean Of] Com- 
pany was not due to any inability or 
refusal on the part of the Interocean 
Oil Company to pay its drafts. 

Ownership of the unpaid drafts upon 
which this attachment was issued is 
claimed by Willlam Hampel, represent- 
ing the Dresdner Bank in Hamburg, and 
by the International Banking Corpora- 
tion. The claims of these two parties 
being adverse, the Interocean Oil Com- 
pany could not, it contends, pay the 
drafts to either of them with safety to 
itself.

Woman Must Be Economically Fres, 
She Insists—Drubbing for 
the Household Drudge.

few sharp words, and then analyzed 
the results of such a dire and hy- 
pothetical catastrophe. She found that 
lthe destruction of Mrs. Man would 
|leave the world’s business in much the 
sume condition as before—"‘ with a lit- 
tle brief wailing and momentary wear- 
ing of mourning hatbands, but with all 
the richness, and especially all the fun, 
of old.” But the destruction of the 
tribe of Mr. Man, she declared, would 
be a veritable annihilation of human 
civilization, with all its multitudinous 
activities and business wiped out at 
one fell blow—except the sale of crepe 
veils and powder puffs for red eyes 
and tear-stained cheeks. 


And then Mrs. Gilman, after the fash-

ing marched her women up Man- 
slaughter Hill, marched them down 
again, and restored the human race 
to its present-day existence, in order 
|to heap upon the one half of it the re- 
proaches of the overbearing and tyran- 
nical. and to sound to the other half 
her clarion call of awakening to a New 
(and Female) Freedom. 


Mrs. Gilman asserted that, as a crea- 


ture of sex, Woman was superior to 
lman, an assertion that provoked no 
word of protest from the three men 
| present, each one of whom seemed 
| smilingly to admit that as_a female he 
| was infinitely inferior to the surround- 
is to be best man for Mr. Converse, and|{ng women folk. But as human beings, 
|said Mrs. Gilman, the women were far 
inferior to the male of the species. Civ- 
ilized man could do thousands of things 
which the savage man could not, but 
|could civilized woman do many more 
things than savage woman? Some 
thought she could not do as many, said 
Mrs. Gilman savagely. 


‘We have not kept pace with the 


male of the human species,’’ she said. 


‘We are not as human as he, There 


is nothing a he-bear can do as a bear 
which Mrs. Bear cannot do as well or 
better. In human society alone the he 
san do everything and the she nothing.” 


Man Has Gone Forward. 
Only one woman in every sixteen to- 


day, said Mrs. Gilman, even kept a 
servant; all the reinaining fifteen-six- 
|teenths were still doing housework—for 
the young working girls who weren't 
hoped té do so as soon as they could 
land a husband. While woman had 
thus remained stationary as a_ house- 
hold drudge, man had gone forward 
developing all the arts and sciences and 
industries of human civilization. 


“Now,” Mrs. Gilman pointed out, 


“all ereatures adapt themselves to 
their environment, and what most modi- 
fies them is what they do for a living. 
The tendency of the he-peacock to in- 
crease the glory of his splendid tail- 
feathers for sex attraction is checked, 
when the tail becomes very unwieldy, 
| by natural selection; he never lets his 
| selection interfere with his getting a 
livelihood. In our race alone you find 
the human female economically depend- 
ent on the male and fed by him. The 
nearest parallel to this in Nature is 
the case of the she-hornbill, who, while 
in her nest, iS all walled in by mud, 
with only her big beak protruding; and 
into this the he-hornbill puts the food 
to sustain her. But that’s only while 
she is in the hole. After her functions 
of motherhood are over she takes care 
of herself; and she doesn’t ask for ali- 
mony if he leaves her. We women alone 
have the ignominious distinction of be- 
ing always fed by the male of the 
species. 


As a result, cut off from the opera- 


| tion of the manifold forces developing 
man, the modifying force of natural 
Selection is denied women, and nothing 
remains save sex selection without any- 
thing to check it. So that whereas in 
other species the female selects the 
best male and raises the quality of the 
race thereby, in the case of human fe- 
males the selection of a mate has come 
to be no longer this clean and healthy 
choice of the best male, but a choice of 
a male through whom she can get a 
living. 


‘And so in human animals the sex or- 


der of nature has become reversed: 
in all other animals it is the male whd 
carries the sex decoration to attract 
the female; in human society alone the 
female wears the sex decoration. They 
tell us the new woman will tend to be 
unsexed. Instead, woman is already 
unsexed—we have adopted the man’s 
decoration. 


Human Race Over-sexed,. 
‘“The human race is over-sexed sim- 


ply because half of us make our living 
through that commodity. We have the 
harshest condemnation for the open, 
glaring sale of it, and for monetary mar- 
riages if they are glaring. But we do 
not yet condemn the condition itself. 
While woman as a class depends on man 
j}as a class economically, some women 
| will necessarily make monetary matches. 
It can't be helped. But as soon as all 
women become economically independ- 
ent, and with the cooling of the race, 
there will be an end to this condition.’’ 


The primordial duty of women as fe- 


males, said Mrs. Gilman, was undoubt- 
edly to be mothers. But as human be- 
ings their duty was far outside that-—— 
even a kitten could be a mother. She 
| continued: 


‘*Men have taught themselves to be- 


lieve that because we're females we can 
| be nothing else. Now we tell them we 
}are females, but also human beings. 
The news hurt them; it dislocates their 
previous underlying ideals. But it can’t 
| be helped. Women are beginning now 
to develép race characters as well as 
mere sex characters.’’ 


In the entanglement of sex and busi- 


ness, Mrs. Gilman said, woman had 
brought her sex energies into business 
|} in order to get a male, and man had 
brought his business into his sex ener- 
gies in order to get a living and thereby 
his female. Both sex and work had 
thereby been degraded and the high- 
est human relations desecrated. The 
economic relations of man and woman 
must be disentangled first, she sald, be- 
fore their sex relations could be disen- 


tangled. 
‘* Man has deliberately bred the pretty, 


gentle little type of female in his choice 
of a mate, for her sex qualities alone, 


because that timid type is the easiest 
to handle,’’ said Mrs. Gilman. ‘‘ Most 
of us women to-day boast, actually 
boast, of being afraid of mice! I have 
told women that the mouse is a harmless 
little animal, and has very sweet and 
agreeable fur. I've felt it. Timidity is 


|} only another word for cowardice. We 


have every right to be as courageous 
as men, and we need to be. #

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BEETHOVEN CONCERT. 


New York Symphony Gives Good 
Performance—Seagle Sings. 


The programme for the third con- 
cert of the Beethoven Festival by the 
New York Symphony Orchestra at 
Aeolian Hall last night consisted of 
the fourth and (fifth symphonies, 
separated by a group of songs sung by 
Oscar Seagle, baritone. There was a 
large audience, and it gave frequent 
manifestation of pleasure. 

The fourth symphony suffers by being 
placed on the same programme with 
the fifth, as the latter work looms so 
large. The former symphony was played 
well last night, but nothing like as well 
as the fifth. Both conductor and or- 
chestra approached the playing of the 
fifth, as musicians do everywhere, in 
the spirit that it was to be an event 
out of the ordinary. 

The feeling of taking a long breath 
before the plunge was almost a tangible 
thing. The same atmosphere of de- 
votion to the task continued throughout 
the work, and the result was _a_ per- 
formance of a vitality that made itself 
felt with thrilling effect.

Dutch Losses on Our Stocks. 

After prices began to drop toward noon 
yesterday it was reported on the Ex- 
change that considerable selling pressure 
wes coming from abroad. Arbitrage 
| brokers estimated at the close of the day 
| that sales by cable exceeded purchases 
by about 25,000 shares, and that most of 
|} these had been disposed of after the 
Europexn markets closed. ‘The decline 
| of Missouri, Kansas & Texas and Rock 
Island issues was said to have been fur- 
thered by liquidation of Dutch holdings. 
In other years the shares of these com- 
panies were placed in Holland in sub- 
| stantial blocks at prices much higher 
| than those prevailing now. Reports 
that sales on the local board originated 
in Amsterdam aroused conjecture in 
| commission houses yesterday as to the 
extent of the losses the Dutch have met 
| in recent years on their purchases of 
our low-priced railroad and industrial 
stocks. No accurate estimates could be 
made, but it was figured that in Steel 
| alone investors in Holland have a profit. 
| The Dutch bought he avily of Steel com- 
mon in the periods when it was quoted 


between 20 and 40.

New Rules in Customs Cases. 

The Board of United States General 
Appraisers yesterday issued the revised 
rules of procedure and practice prepared 
by Judges Hay, McClelland, and Sulli- 
van. The new rules have been formally 
adopted by the board to carry out the 
provisions of the Customs Administra- 
tive act of 1890 and the Tariff acts of 
1909 and 1913. The code deals with cal- 
endar calis, protests, assignment of 
cases, depositions taken abroad, suspen- 
sions, access of attorneys to papers, | 
hearings in reappraisement cases, re- 
hearings, release of merchandise, and 
many other features connected with the 
administration of the customs tribunal. 
The rules will be published in pamphlet 
form and distributed among importers, 
attorneys, and others interested.

The Duty on Cheap Chains. 
The Treasury Department has decided 
that chains valued at less than 30 cents 
a yard intended for use in the manu- 
facture of jewelry articles are properly 
dutiable under the last section of para- 
graph 356 of the new ‘Tariff law at 50 
per cent. ad valorem. The Treasury’s 
ruling was made as the result of a-dis- | 
covery that at some ports officials were 
returning the chain at 15 per cent. 
under paragraph 114 as ‘‘ other wire 
not specially provided for.’’ Assistant 
Secretary Hamlin, in a letter to Col- 
lector Malone, says that while the 
preper classification of merchandise of 
this character is not free from doubt, 
the department concurs in the opinion 
expressed by Appraiser Higgins that

Business in the linen trade is improv-

About Hosiery Returns. 
About six weeks ago one of the promi- 

nent knit goods’ jobbers in this city held 
a special sale of hosiery, most of which 
was seconds. At this sale was the 
representative of a large retailer in the 
Middle West. This man bought heavily 
of women’s silk hose, specifying that 
they must reach him on a certain date. 
It so happened that on the day the 
goods reach him, and for a week or 
two thereaftér, the weather was very 


cold in that part of the country and the 
consuming demand for silk hose was 
light. The result was a letter from 
the retailer to the wholesaler, in which 
he tried to tell the latter that the goods 
had been bought on a misrepresenta- 
tion and that he wanted to return the 
merchandise because it was not color 
He said that he had had several 
complaints from his customers that the 
had not held their color, and ar- 
gued that the seller should accept a re- 
turn of the goods and give full credit 
on them. The wholesaler, sensing that 
something was wrong, asked that the 
rejected hose be returned to him, say- 
ing that while he could not accept a 
return of the whole shipment he would 
make allowances for the goods on which 
the retailer had really sustained a loss. 
After much parley the retailer returned 
two pairs of the hose, with an explana- 
tory note to the effect that he had re- 
ceived many complaints from customers 
who had not returned the goods. The 
wholesaler credited the two pairs re- 
remained closed 
until a few days ago, when the retailer 
wrote to the seller asking him if he

TESTIMONY BEGINS TO-DAY 


Ryan, Law Partner of Wililam F. 
McCombs, in Consultation with 
Major Koehler at Fort Terry.

NEW LONDON, Conn., Feb. 25.—The 
military court at Fort Terry to-day be- 
gan swearing in witnesses for the trial 
of Major Benjamin M. Koehler, U. S. A., 
charged -with immoral conduct. Lieut. 
ol, 8S. S. Jordan, stationed at Fort 
Strong, was the member of the trial | 
board who was absent. He is ill, and | 
Col. Kirby, President of the court, de- | 


cided that the trial should proceed with- 
out. him. , 

The morning session occupled less than 
an hour and was of a preliminary na- 
ture. A short session also was held 
this afternoon in the post headquarters. 
The court will convent again to-morrow 
morning, when the examination of wit- 
nesses will begin. 

It was reported to-day that Major 
Koehler, who was placed under arrest 
at Fort Tery about two months ago, 
was ordered back to his official duties 
as commander of the post a fortnight 
ago, and after two Te service, he 
asked to be temporarily relieved and 
again placed under arrest. TF urtiher- 
more, it was said, that he demanded 
a full investigation of the cilarges 
against him, contending that he was 
Innocent of the gross accusations, and 
intended to see the whole affair 
through to a finish. 

A strong guard is still maintained at 
the local Government wharf on Water 
Street, and also at the landing at Fort 
Tery. No civilians are allowed to go 
near the trial. 

Frederick R. Ryan, of the law firm 

cCombs, Ryan & Gordon, arrived from 
New York nere to-day, boarded the 
transport General Robert Ayers, which 
steamed for Fort Terry at 1:30 o’clock, 
and returned in time to take an express 
train for New York. Mr. Ryan said 
he was sent to Fort Térry at the re- 
quest of William F. McCombs. It was 
reported Mr. McCombs, Nationa] Chair- 
man of the Democratic party, might 
éome here this week to look after 
Major Koehler’s side of the case per- 
zonally. Mr. Ryan was at Fort Terry 
onl ya short time. In fact, he did not 
actually visit the reservation, but re- 
mained aboard the steamer during the 
half-hour she was tied up at the wharf. 
Major Koehler and Col. Harry J. Haw- 
thorne, an expert military legal author- 
fty. met Mr. Ryan aboard the vessel.

Big Chance 


CAPT. BERRY ADMITS ERROR 


Skipper Says He He Violated Rule In 
Speeding Through Fog. 


Special to The New York Times, 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 25.—Capt. O. 
Berry of the steamship Nantucket ad- 
mitted at the Government investigation 
here to-day that he had broken an in- 
ternational navigation rule in running 
his ship at full speed in a fog just be- 
tore hitting the Monroe, 

He edmitted that he did not know 
whether his wireless operator was on 
duty from 8 g’clock on the evening of 
Jan. 29 until after the collision with the 
Monroe. He had not communicated 
with the wireless man at all during 
these hours, he said. 

He reluctantly admitted that if he had 
stopped his engines on hearing the first 
fog signal from the Monroe and “ pro- 
ceeded cautiously,’’ as the navigation 
laws required, there would have been no 
collision, although he became confused 
and insisted that if he had slowed down 
to half speed the colHsion would have 
occurred just the same. He also 
was unable to explain why he had 

‘guessed’ at the position and course 
of the Monroe and had gone on through 
the fog at at top spe speed.
